was parsed at the special session of 
the Sixty-sixth Congress, by a first 
vote of 287 to 100. 
That this vote was cast in the ex­ 
pectation 
that 
President 
Wilson 
would veto the bill seems to be prov­ 
ed by what happened after he did 
vt to it. 
The veto message was sent 
fo Congress on October 27, 1019. The 
»ill contained provisions for the en­ 
forcement of war-time prohibition, as 
we’! as 
for 
general 
enforcement. 
President Wilson, holding tha* war 
time prohibition was no longer neces­ 
sary, Vi to, d it on that ground. 
Within four hours of the receipt of 
he veto message, Congress passed 
the bill again, over the veto, 
but 
what was th. vote now? 
This Congress consisted of a total 
of 525 members, 433 in the House 
and 96 in the Senate. 
Passage 
of 
he bill over the President’s veto be­ 
ing evidently a distasteful job, 
no 
ss than 305 out of the 529 absented 
themselves. 
However, by pairing, a 
number of those absent voted on the 
veto. The new vote was 241 to 75. 
So that, out of a total of 529 mem­ 
bers of this Sixty-sixth Congress, in­ 
trusted with the tremendous duty of 
deciding on a 
measure 
that meant 
the confiscation 
of 
millions of dol­ 
lars’ worth of property, nullification 
of constitutional rights and interfer­ 
ence with the personal habits of mill­ 
ions of persons, only 224 took 
the 
trouble to be present, and the 
bill 
was put through by the voU of 241, 
r less than half the total member­ 
ship.

-aid that the Volstead act truly em­ 
it idies the people’s will?—Pixst-ibs- 
patch.

YALE GRADl 4TES WOULD 
HONOR MEMORY OF HALE 


A Nathan Hale 
revival 
is under 
way. 
Yale graduates in New Eng­ 
land appealed to the President 
and 
postmaster general to honor the fame 
of Ha'e as a national hero by placing 
his likeness on one of the forthcom­ 
ing postage stamp issues in recogni­ 
tion of the approaching 150th anni­ 
versary of his death. 
If this is done, 
undubutedly the ideal conception 
of 
Halt», by Bela Lyon Pratt of Connecti­ 
cut made for Yale university, would 
be used, as no automatic portrait of 
the young patriot exists. 
Nathan Hale was a Yale graduate 
of the class of 1773 and has been call­ 
ed YaU’s First Patriot. 
The 
move­ 
ment to add to his renown w’as start­ 
ed by the Yale Alumni Weekly, 
and 
taken up by the 
Connecticut 
press. 
Thousands of motorists last summer 
weiv attracted to visit the Hale stat­ 
ute in front of Connecfcict hall, on the 
Yale campus, where the patriot lodg­ 
ed w'hile a student at Yale. 
When the alarm came 
from Lex- 
ington, Hale was a school teacher in 
New London. 
He dropped his school 
books, enlisted in the patriot cause, 
urged his fallow-townsmen to march 
on to Boston, and thus entered upon 
his military career. 
His schoolhouse 
sti'1 stands, a small, typical 
New 
England district school 
overlooking 
New London harbor. 
Cared for by 
the Connecticut Sons and Daughters 
of the Revolution, it is well preserv- 
ed, and its interior is much as it was 
in 1775, w'hen Hale, then in his 20th 
year, directed its exercises. 
While the name of Major John An­ 
dre, the British spy whose 
capture 
exposed the treachery 
of 
Benedict 
Arnold, 
has 
been 
memorialized in 
Westminster Abbey, the name 
of 
Nathan Hale has never been official­ 
ly honored /by the American govern­ 
ment except in being given to a res­ 
ervation in New' Haven. 
Yet Hale’s 
courageous death on the scaffold 
at 
the hands of General Howe was one 
of the 
most 
tragic 
and inspiring 
ev. nts of the Revolutionary War. 
When the Colonial forces, after the 
disastrous Long 
Island 
campaign, 
lay before New* York 
in 1776, four­ 
teen 
thousand 
discouraged 
citizen 
soldiers 
confronted 
by twenty-five 
thousand British regulars and 
their 
paid Hessian allies, Washington saw 
the imperative need of knowing 
the 
plans and formations of the enemy. 
H_ determined to send 
a 
spy into 
their camp and called for volunteers, 
and Nathan* Hale 
stepped 
fox-ward 
and undertook the mission. 
Alone with the commander-in-chief 
he r.ceived his last instructions. He 
was to penetrate the encampment of 
the British general and learn his de­ 
signs. 
All 
that 
took 
place at the 
meeting of Washington 
and 
Hale 
will never be known, but it is evident 
from subsequent happenings that the 
American leader was deeply impress­ 
ed with the character of the 
young 
Connecticut patriot. 
Hale had said to bis friend, 
Cap­ 
tain Hull: 
“For a year I have been 
attached to the army and have not 
rendered any material service, while 
receiving a compensation for which I 
make no return. 
1 wish to be useful. 
If the exigencies of my country de­ 
mand a peculiar service, its claims 
to perform that service are imperi­ 
ous”. 
In that spirit, on 
an 
evening in 
September, he left on 
his 
perilous 
journey across the sound to Hunting 
ton Bay and the enemy’s lines, nev­ 
er to be seen again by his comrades. 
For some distance he was accompan­ 
ied by Captain Hull 
and 
Sergeant 
Hempstead. 
He had changed his un­ 
iform for a plain brown suit of citi­ 
zen’s clothes and the round, 
broad- 
brimmed hai of a Dutch schoolmas 
ter. 
In the way of identification pa­ 
pers 11 t< ok w'ith him only his col­ 
lege diploma, thinking 
this 
would 
help to prove his role of schoolmas 
ter. 
It may have been the diploma that 
betrayed him, though .this is the con­ 
jecture of a friend. 
History 
says 
that he was not discovered within the 
enemy’s lines, but made the mistake 
n his return of hailing an enemy 
boat, thinking it was 
one 
that had 
b en sent to bear him back across the 
sound. 
A British ship conveyed him 
to 
New York, and he was placed under 
guard in the greenhouse of the 
old 
Beekman mansion, at the 
foot 
of 
Jorty-fffth street. Complete maps of 
he enemy's positions, with notes in 
Latin, were found in his shoes. 
The 
next day he was taken 
to General 
Howe’s headquarters, where, to 
his 
credit as an officer and a gentleman, 
he acknowledged the nature of 
his 
mission. 
Says Captain 
Hull, 
his 
college 
friend and companion in arms: 
“Sir 
William Howe, without form of trial, 
gav* orders for his execution the fol­ 
lowing im ming. 
He was placed 
in 
th« custody of the provost 
marshal, 
who was a refugee, and hardened 
to 
human suffering and every softening 
sentinvent of the heart.”

household where the Bible ruled. 
Young Nathan was an athlete and 
a student. 
At 15 years old he was 
ready to enter Yale 
college, 
which 
was in that day little more than 
a 
small-town 
academy. 
Ony 
three 
buildings comprised the college then. 
One of Hale’s tutors was young Tim­ 
othy Dwight, who afterward became 
one of Yale’s most illustrious presi­ 
dents. 
One of his clasmate-s and intimate 
friends 
was 
Benjamin 
Tallmadge, 


whom fate was to select to 
serve as 
Major Andre’s keeper after the arrest 
of that British spy. 
Tallmadge and 
Andre were riding through the Hud­ 
son 
River 
highlands 
when 
Andre 
turned to his captor and asked 
what > 
chances of life he had. Tallmadge re­ 
plied 
“ 1 had a much lovvd classmate at 
YaL. college by the name of Nathan 
Hale.

A Nathan Hale 
revival 
is under 
way. 
Yale graduat es in New Eng­ 
land appealed to the President 
and 
postmaster general to honor the fame 
of Ha'e as a national hero by placing 
his iikeness on one of th-.- forthcom­ 
ing postage stamp issues in recogni­ 
tion of the approaching 150th anni­ 
versary of his death. 
If this is done, 
undobutedJy the ideal conception 
of 
HaX», by Bela Lyon Pratt of Connecti­ 
cut made for Yale university, would 
be used, as no automatic portrait of 
the young patriot exists. 
Nathan Hale was a Yale graduate 
< f the class of 1773 and has been call­ 
ed Yale’s First Patriot. 
The 
move­ 
ment to add to his renown was start­ 
ed by the Yale Alumni Weekly, 
and 
taken up by the Connecticut 
press. 
Thousands of motorists last summer 
weiv attracted to visit the Hale stat­ 
ute in front of Connectict hall, on the 
Yale campus, where the patriot lodg- 
ed while a student at Yale. 
When the alarm cartK 
from Ix*x- 
ington, Hale was a school teacher in 
New London. 
He dropped his school 
books, enlisted in the patriot cause, 
urged his fallow-t owns men to march 
on to Boston, and thus entered upon 
his military career. 
His seboolhouse 
sti'l stands, a small, typical

England district school 
overlooking 
New Ixindon harlior. 
Cared for by 
the Connecticut Sons and Daughters 
of the Revolution, it is well preserv­ 
ed, and its interior is much as it was 
in 1775, when Hale, then in his 20th 
year, directed its exercises.
